His mercy is 
great and is still extended, but when 
man deliberately hardens his heart with 
sin so he no longer has the slightest re- 
sponse to the call of God and to His 
chastening hand of love, then it is that 
God’s wrath descends upon him and his 
evil works. God never punishes just for 
the sake of revenge. His judgments are 
in love and mercy to bring souls to re- 
pentance, and to warn others of the 
fate that is sure to be theirs if they con- 
tinue in their way of sin and unbelief. 
Only the longsuffering and patience of 
God has so long stayed His hand from 
meting out the punishment that a de- 
fiant and ungodly world has brought 
upon itself.

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Neglected Children

Eph. 6:4, “And, ye fathers, provoke 
not your children to wrath: but brinz 
them up in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord.” 


Man and woman, what are you doing 
for your children? Are you bringing 
them up in Sunday School and church? 
Or are you running to and fro, here and 
there, and failing to provide your off- 
spring with the teaching of God’s Word? 
You may say, “They will go when they 
get older.” Nine chances out of ten, if 
you fail to give them “Thus saith the 
Lord” they will never get it. 

You mothers know where the morning 
glories peep through Mother Earth you 
tie cords for them to climb. You know 
their tendency to fasten their little ten- 
drils about something and, if we do not 
help them up, they find sticks and bits 
of grass to which they will attach them- 
selves and never climb any higher. For 
their best development and __ highest 
beauty we help them up. If they fail 
to stay put we tie them up again until 
they stay there where they will reach 
out their little tendrils and go _ yet 
higher. We know if we bruise them they 
will wilt. We must be very gentle with 
them. We call this training the vines. 
Thus it is with children. They are to be 
trained, not left to grow like weeds. 
They have a spirit that will expand and 
reach out and their hearts and minds 
will take hold of the objects that come 
in their way, hence how careful we 
should be as parents to see to it that 
they are brought in contact with every- 
thing that is good, the teaching of God’s 
Word. Get it stamped into their little 
hearts so they can stand—have some- 
thing to stand against. 

Many children come into this world 
with a load of evil influences within 
and without and their start in life is 
handicapped. Man, what are you doing 
to get the Word of God planted 
within the little tender hearts? You 
have to give an account before God for 
the way you bring up your boy or girl. 
No father wants his children to stray. 
If you do not, get saved, sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost and fire. 
Start taking your children to Sunday 
School and church. You may say, “It 
is too far away from church.” Start a 
neighborhood Sunday School. The Lord 
said, ““Where two or three are gathered 
together in my name, I will be in the 
midst of them to own and bless.” No ex- 
cuse for you. Woe be unto you if you 
fail to’ get the Word of God planted in 
the hearts of your offspring. Brother, 
did you know that eighty-five per cent 
of the Christian people come through 


the Sunday School? Out of four thou- 
sand criminals before one judge, less 
than ten per cent attended Sunday 
School. Where the Word of God is 
taught we are brought to conviction, to 
repentance, to the blood and the new 
birth, and by it comes faith even the 
Spirit. We owe it to our children to 
teach them the Word of God. Eli’s sons 
did wickedly and he restrained them 
not. Oh, there will be thousands, yea 
millions, whose curse will be worse 
through eternity because their children 
“did evil and they restrained them 
not.” 

Within these children are forces that 
will rapidly propel downward unless re- 
strained and this work must be done by 
the parent. If we fail to do this impor- 
tant work, committed to us by God, 
they will follow their own inclinations, 
do as they please and we shall reap the 
reward of our own neglect. When they 
are self-willed it is tiresome work and 
that is why so many neglect it. It tries 
our spirit, but there is nothing to do but 
hold the reins and if we fail to do our 
duty something will happen. We will 
reap something we failed to stop. In 
after life, one may have friends, fond, 
dear, kind friends, but never will he 
have the inexpressible love and gentle- 
ness lavished upon him which none but 
a mother bestows. Often do I sigh in my 
struggles with the hard, unfriendly 
world for the deep, sweet security I felt 
when in the evening I rested on her 
bosom, listening to some quiet story 
suitable to my age, read in her tender, 
untiring voice. Never can I forget her 
sweet glances cast upon me when I ap- 
peared asleep; her kiss of peace at night.

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Sanctification 


So many have inquired about the 
doctrine of sanctification. This has been 
taught and put in tract form until it 
seems that everybody should understand 
it, but it is a subject that should never 
grow old. We should never get tired of 
preaching this wonderful truth. 

For the bodies of those beasts, whose 
blood is brought into the sanctuary by 
the high priest for sin, are burned with- 
out the camp. Wherefore Jesus also, that 
he might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the gate. 
Let us go forth therefore unto him 
without the camp, bearing his reproach,” 
Heb. 13:11-13. 

To sanctify means to separate or ap- 
point anything to a holy and righteous 
use. It also means to cleanse a sinner 
from pollution and filth of sin. 

If there were no other scripture than 
Heb. 13:12, this would be enough to 
prove that Jesus’ blood can cleanse us 
from that sin principle that came 
through the transgression of our fore- 
fathers. 

In the Editorials last week I made it 
plain how we were born again and our 
transgressions forgiven; now we hope to 
help you on the doctrine of sanctifica- 
tion. 

Under the Levitical priesthood God 
gave Moses the order of sacrifice. The 
burnt offerings typified Christ offering 
Himself without spot unto God. The 
bullock or ox typified Christ as the pa- 
tient and enduring servant. A sheep or 
Lamb typified Christ in unresenting 
self-surrender to the death of the cross. 
The goat typified the sinner, and when 
used sacrificially, Christ, as numbered 
with the transgressors. The turtle dove 
or pigeon was naturally a symbol of 
moaning, innocence, and is associated 
with poverty. 

In Lev. 4:1-9 we have the order of 


sacrifice for sin. There was always a sac- 
rifice made for transgressions or the 
sins committed by the people, also an 
offering for sin, and this is the thought 
we wish to dwell on—Christ our sacri- 
fice for sin. 

That the people in the early Church 
were sanctified is proven by the follow- 
ing scriptures: 

“Unto the church of God which is 
at Corinth, to them that are sanctified 
in Christ Jesus, called to be saints, with 
all that in every place call upon the 
name of Jesus Christ our Lord, both 
theirs and ours,” 1 Cor. 1:2. 

“For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification, that ye should ab- 
stain from fornication: that every one 
of you should know how to possess his 
vessel in sanctification and _ honour,” 
1 Thess. 4:3, 4. 

“And such were some of you: but ye 
are washed, but ye are sanctified, but 
ye are justified in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, and by the Spirit of our God,” 
1 Cor. 6:11. 

There are many scriptures on sanctifi- 
cation that prove positively that we are 
definitely sanctified. This experience 
comes after we are born again or our 
sins have been forgiven and our trans- 
gressions blotted out. So many holiness 
people today are claiming that you are 
born again and sanctified at the same 
time. It may be true that one would re- 
ceive these blessings in the same altar 
service but the Bible certainly teaches 
that they are separate experiences. While 
Jesus shed His blood to save us, His 
blood was also shed to sanctify. 

“Knowing this, that our old man is 
crucified with him, that the body of 
sin might be destroyed, that henceforth 
we should not serve sin. For he that is 
dead is freed from sin. Now if we be 
dead with Christ, we believe that we 
shall also live with him: Knowing that 
Christ being raised from the dead dieth 
no more; death hath no more dominion 
over him. For in that he died, he died 
unto sin once: but in that he liveth, he 
liveth unto God. Likewise reckon ye also 
yourselves to be dead indeed unto sin, 
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but alive unto God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Let not sin therefore reign in 
your mortal body, that ye should obey 
it in the lusts thereof. Neither yield ye 
your members as instruments of unright- 
eousness unto sin: but yield yourselves 
unto God, as those that are alive from 
the dead, and your members as instru- 
ments of righteousness unto God. Rom. 
6:6-12. 

“That ye put off concerning the 
former conversation the old man, which 
is corrupt according to the deceitful 
lusts,” Eph. 4:22. 

“Lie not one to another, seeing that 
ye have put off the old man with his 
deeds; and have put on the new man, 
which is renewed in knowledge after 
the image of him that created him,” 
Col. 3:9, 10. 

So many people think that sanctifi- 
cation so radically changes a person that 
he is not natural any more. We feel that 
this is a great mistake. Sanctification 
destroys the sin principle, the inbred 
sin. The term “inbred” is an abbrevia- 
tion of “inbreed or inborn,” so that the 
term “inbred sin” has for centuries been 
used as denoting that amount and 
equality of moral corruption which has 
come down from Adam and Eve into 
the souls of all their posterity. This 


term “inbred sin” is used to distinguish — 


the form and quantity of hereditary 
evil, from the form and degree of actual 
sins. The Bible defines actual sin thus, 
Any transgression of the law of God is 
sin. 1 John 3:4. But the same inspired 
penman goes behind the action, and de- 
fines inbred sin thus, “All unrighteous- 
ness is sin.” 1 John 5:17. Let us look 
at the scriptural characteristics of in- 
bred sin. 

1. As to its age. It is that corrup- 
tion of human nature which is as old 
as mankind. Actual sin can only be as 
old as the individual committing it, 
but inbred sin, so far as the moral virus 
is concerned, is as old as Adam. Hence 
it is emphatically termed by the Holy 
Ghost, the “old man.” But the Spirit de- 
signates it as “our old man,” Rom. 6:6. 
That is, it is that portion of the impure 
nature of Adam which is transmissible, 
and which resides naturally in every in- 
dividual heart, till extirpated by entire 
sanctification. David speaks of this “‘in- 
bred sin”—‘Behold, I was shapen in 
iniquity; and in sin did my mother con- 
ceive me,” Psa. 51:5. And he clearly 
discriminates between this “inborn” evil 
and his own personal committed sins. 
With reference to his own personal sins, 
he prays, “Blot out my transgressions;” 
but with reference to this inborn evil 
which had come down the ages, he says, 
that when it is removed he will have 
“hidden purity and be whiter than 
snow.” . 

It is again denominated the

THE BERMUDA MISSION 
By J. H. INGRAM 


Seventeen years ago when the Lord 
called us to Bermuda for the purpose of 
introducing this latter-day, full-gospel 
message, we were critcized by some who 
said we were foolish for leaving a good 
position to go out like that with no 
promise of anything but persecutions 
and financial reverses. I took my family 
on the first trip in 1921-22 and then I 
came back alone for a brief stay in 
1925-26, being forced to retire each 
time for lack of finances. The Lord was 
very gracious to us, pouring out the 
Spirit, and though we were unable to 
stay and establish a work under the 
Church of God, the Lord raised up such 
men as Brother C. H. Caisey, Brother 
Thos. Trott, Brother David Brown, 
Brother Absalom Bean and others, who 
continued to carry on. 


We rented a little hall formerly un- 
der the Church of England and they 
are still in it after seventeen years. They 
heard I was coming back and took a 
lease on the place for five years with an 
option to buy, and built twenty feet 
more onto the church at a cost of about 
$500.00, in order to have room to seat 
the people, and yet it is too small. They 
have a membership of around seventy 
who are great missionary workers. They 
have sent several large boxes of clothing 
and shoes to help Brother Rigsby in the 
Church of God work in Turks Island, 
B. W. I. On one occasion a local firm 
here gave them over one hundred pairs 
of new shoes, about ninety pairs going 
to Brother Rigsby. Then one brother here 
who was a sailor went with a ship to 
Turks Island to bring back a load of salt, 
and seeing the need an appeal was made 
and soon enough relief supplies were so- 
licited to fill a large sailing ship, and the 
sailors transported them free of charge. 


During this time two churches have 
been built by the Pentecostal folks and 
another church was bought and remod- 
elled. I have just checked up on some 
of their missionary work for a year, and 
am giving you some figures affecting 
the smallest and the largest. Flatts 
church, for example, gave $1,121.43 to 
foreign missions. This is the largest 
church, having 121 members. Somerset, 
with a membership of 35 gave $380.25 
during the same period. This went to 
the work in China, Africa, Korea and 
Russia. You will notice that they gave 
approximately $10.00 a member dur- 


ing the year. If all of our 63,000 mem- 
bers (last registration) should give an 
equal amount it would net us more 
than a half million for missions, to be 
exact $630,000.00—a good example is 
it not? Flatts church has just finished a 
new stone building, the latest word in 
modern church construction. It should 
be worth twice as much, but they built 
it for around $7,000.00, using native 
help. 

Bermuda, an English island, lies in 
the north Atlantic about 700 miles 
southeast of New York and is just a dot 
on the map, so to speak. It has a land 
area of twenty square miles and a pop- 
ulation of 27,789 (1933 Census Re- 
port). This work is confined to the 
native colored people almost without 
exception, and they receive only about 
half as much for their work as laborers, 
and mechanics likewise, receive in the 
United States. Yet they never ask for a 
dollar from America, where they have 
connected themselves with another 
body—after we failed. When their Gen- 
eral Overseer comes down here he trav- 
els first-class and the folks in Bermuda 
pay his fare. Many who opposed us 
when we came here are rejoicing in the 
fullness of the Spirit. I have in mind 
now ministers of two churches who re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost and died in the 
faith. The Spirit has been poured out in 
the Wesleyan Methodist, A. M. E., Bap- 
tist and the Salvation Army. Tarrying 
meetings are the order of the day now in 


some of the other churches.

I wish I could stand on some high 
mountain and cry and plead till every 
man and woman who is being deceived 
with these last-day evils would become 
alarmed and flee to God for protection. 
May God help us to go out after souls 
and compel them to come in before it is 
too late. I feel that if we as God’s peo- 
ple and workers together with Him will 
render full obedience to the demands of 
the New Testament and make such sac- 
rifices as duty. demands, our messages 
will be so charged with God’s power 
that there will be a great spiritual awak- 
ening among God’s people insomuch thar 
our prayers will reach heaven and the 
glory of God will burst out in strong 
hallelujahs, and loud amens will not be 
absent in our services. We sometimes 
wonder if the word “amen” has been 
forgotten, and then we wonder if we 
are preaching the last days’ message as 
forcibly as we should. We must realize 
that it is very essential that the present- 
day evils be exposed so people will know 
that the end is near. In fact, we cannot 
preach the full doctrine of the second 
coming of Jesus without unfolding, un- 
covering, and exposing the sins of the 
age. It is an unquestionable fact that 
the evils prevalent in our day are signs 
that Jesus is coming soon. The enemy 
tries to conceal the evils of the day and 
make people believe the world is get- 
ting better, but the Bible plainly teaches 
that in the days when Jesus shall come 
again, conditions will be as they were 
in the days of Noah. We find in Noah’s 
day the people were in such darkness 
that they did not know the condition 
they were in till the flood came and de- 
stroyed them. Matt. 24:38, 39. Do we 
not see that our day is equal in corrup- 
tion and darkness? Surely every child of 
God can see the night approaching and 
feel the mighty influence of darkness as 
it is settling down over this old world. 
The only thing left for us to do is to 
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pursue our course with joy and gather in 
from the harvest field the sheaves that 
are scattered here and there. We have 
only to look up to see the fields that are 
white to harvest. God, give us a great 
spiritual awakening and help us to 
realize the coming of the Lord is near.

leaven.” “Purge out, therefore, the old 
leaven,” 1 Cor. 5:7. So that “inbred 
sin” is our individual patrimony in the 
estate of our first parents, and though 
we personally are only a few years old, 
yet the moral property we inherit is six 
thousand years old. 


2. As to the quantity of inbred sin. 
The Scriptures throughout teach us 
that the quantity and kind of inbred 
sin is about the same in every one born 
of Adam. In the amount of sin dis- 
played and committed, no two persons 
may be the same, but as to inherited sin, 
the Bible proclaims a uniform kind of 
evil in every child of man. “And God 
saw the wickedness of man, that, every 
imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart was only evil continually,” Gen. 
6:5. Mark, it does not say “of men,” 
but of “man,” looking at the race as a 
unit, they each and all, “share and 
share alike,” in the oneness of depravi- 
ty. The Hebrew word for “imagina- 
tion” here not only signifies the activ- 
ity of the imagination, but the latent, 
inherent proneness of heart which is 
originally the same, other things being 
equal, in every child, whether Abel or 
Cain, John or Nero. In this same chap- 
ter it says that ‘Noah was a perfect 
man.” He had as much inbred sin as the 
rest, to start with, but he yielded to 
grace, and turned his inbred evil over 
to the power of God. 


“Behold the Lamb of God, that taketh 
away the sin of the world,” John 1:29. 
It does not say sins of the world, but 
emphatically “the sin of the world.” It 
may be that no two persons have ever 
committed the same number and kinds 
of sins. The actual sins of the world are 
utterly innumerable and diverse in de- 
gree and hue, but the hereditary old 
man the inbred sin of the world, is the 
same in all generations. So that Jesus 
has not only a provision for blotting out 
the acts of the world, but, glory to His 
name, has a provision to root out every 
sprout of indwelling sin from mankind. 


Many think that when we are whelly 
sanctified that we will have no sense 
of honor and no feeling so far as un- 
kind thrusts are concerned, but this is 
a sad mistake. When people are sancti- 
fied their sense of honor is increased and 
their hearts are grieved when insulted 
or their rights and privileges trampled 
on, but they do not get mad. I am sure 
that sanctified people have a regard for 
the feelings of others and will not do 
things to contrary or provoke others, 
but by meekness and long suffering 
will forbear and try to help those who 
are in error.
